They should be cared and provided for 
somewhere else, an'1 I am ready to as- 
sist in providing tor them out of my 
ov, n pocket if necessary, but I am op- 
posed to keeping them during the 
v, inter among an idle and dissolute 
crowd congregated 'n tents and shant- 
ies In the parks and public squares 


"I regard the relief fund as a calam- 


ity 
It has done infinitely more harm 


than good, and in my opinion we will 
look back on it five years hence in 
shame 
In the name of charity we 


have taken money to feed tramps, loaf- 
ers and criminals create pauperism 
and industrial demoralization. Not 25 
per cent of the people In the refugee

iest and best known pioneers of this

BARRIERS RAISED. 


These changes of trade 
and 


copulation made necessary an en- 
ormous activity in the building 
radcs, and all lines of industry. 
Labor, skilled and unskilled from 
the outside, supposed that it 
could find employment 
in this 


city, and that no obstacles would 
be raised to prevent it; but they 
lave been raised. Realizing the 
value of a labor trust in main- 
taining a monopoly, the unions 
have imposed every possible ob- 
stacle. 


They have raised the barriers 


against both union and non- 
union labor from outside. Union 
plumbers and other union work- 
men from the outside have been 
forbidden the right to work at 
their respective callings' in Oak- 
land. It should not be necessary 
to say, that it is the essence of 
civil liberty that any man in the 
United States shall enjoy 
the 


right to work, anywhere, in a 
lawful way m any lawful occu- 
pation, and that he and his em- 
ployer shall be free to cDntract 
and that the workingman 
shall 


be free to enjoy the advantage 
of his superior skill and industry. 


POWER OF BOYCOTT. 
The government of the United 


States cannot forbid to any man 
the right to work in this way in 
Oakland or anj where else, but 
.he 
unions 
forbid it, and their 


)olicy in that respect is subver- 
sive of civil liberty. Using the 
sinister power of the boycott, 
they threaten the employer with 
destruction of his business if he 
attempt to break the power of

lights from them and get no pro- 
tection under the ordinances of 
this city. 


The removal of garbage and 


house waste from our houses is 
required 
and enforced. If the 


householder permit its accumula- 
tion upon his premises, he is sub- 
ject to punishment for a misde- 
meanor. The scavengers who re- 
move this material arc organized 
into a labor union, affiliated with 
the Central Monooply. 


These scavengers, a majority 


of whom, are not citizens, of the 
United States, in many instances 
remove such proportions of the 
house waste as they choose, leav- 
ing the rest upon the premises 
and subjecting the owner of the 
premises to arrest and punish- 
ment for misdemeanor. 


When such scavengers were 


told by householders that they 
would employ other teamsters to 
remove the material, the answer 


was, 
"You can't do it; we belong 


to de union and no teamster dare 
haul it away."

Health it was found that com- 
plaints of this condition were nu- 
merous, but the Board professed, 
and I believe truthfully, that they 
were powerless in the matter.

If employers got eight hours, of

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Oakland' Commercial Expansion. 


The Treasury Department has recognized the commercial ex- 


pansion which is taking place in Oakland by translating it into a full 
sub-port of entry. This mez ns the re-equipment of the local custom 
house and providing it with a full quota of clerks, measurers, .weigh- 
ers and other assistants necessary to make the organization of the 
office force compete. The change is largely due to the altered con- 
ditions of Oakland's commerce during the past six months. Al- 
though these conditions were suddenly changed by the calamity 
which overtook San Francisco, they were being gradually produced 
before that event by regular processes. The trend of everything 
was toward making Oakland ultimately a great industrial center and 
a thriving port. Circumstances have simply hastened the develop- 
ment, and the Federal Government has partially woke up to that 
fact. 


It is not at all improbable that the customs service in Oakland 


will have to be greatly reinforced at an early date to keep up with 
the city's commercial expansion. We have a large Oriental colony 
located here at present. The next six months will probably see the 
population of this colony nearly doubled, for it is represented that 
there are 10,000 Oriental refugees quartered in neighboring towns 
and in the interior of the State who will join it as soon as suitable 
accommodations are provided for housing their persons and busi- 
nesses. This Oriental colony is a great hi^e of industry. It does 
an enormous direct trade with China and Japan, and is the distribut- 
ing center for a lange area of the territory of the United States. 
The only thing that is at present lacking to perfect the conditions 
under which this coilonv has been established is the discharge at 
Oakland wharves of the cargoes of the steamships employed in the 
transpacific trade. It must come to this sooner or later. The 
steamship companies engaged in the Oriental trade will have to 
discharge their cargoes on the Oakland water-front to suit 
the 


wants of importers, and either the city or ihe State or the railroad 
corporations which have their termini on the eastern shores of San 
Francisco bay will have to provide suitable accommodations for 
that purpose. This feature in our newly acquired commerce is al- 
ready demanding relief from the delay and extra cost due to the 
trans-shipment of Oriental cargoes from the San Francisco water- 
front to this side, and the demand will have to be conceded as 
quickly as possible. 


The railroad companies which have their termini here have been 


keenly sensitive to the city's commercial expansion. Every facility 
ib now being given to direct overland 
importations. 
Enormous 


warehouses ha\e been erected for the storage of goods for the con- 
venience of importer'.. Oakland's pie^sing need now is the creation 
of corresponding facilities for the growing ocean commerce. 
The 


sooner this i^ done, the quicker the foreign commerce by sea, which 
i.s so rapidly expanding here, will be relieved of the penalties which 


i< is now compelled to pay in the matter of time lost and the cost 
of trans-bay transportation and drayage. The customs service is 
evidently getting in line to accommodate itself to the new condi- 
tions, and it is gratifying to know that the Treasury Department is 
fully alive to the new situation.

\\ould be glad to see him elected. However, if enough Republicans 
should s'tray across the party line to put him in the Assessor's office 
he will fill it capably and honestly.
